Aldermen back 8 a.m. 
grocery store liquor sales

Large grocery stores in Chicago would be 
able to start ringing up beer, wine and li- 
quor sales three hours earlier on Sundays 
under a plan that aldermen gave prelimi- 
nary blessing to Wednesday. 

The move to let people start purchas- 
ing booze at 8 a.m. Sundays instead of 
11 a.m. was billed as a way to help city gro- 
cers compete with suburban alcohol retail- 
ers. Ald. Pat O’Connor’s proposal applies 
to stores larger than 10,000 square feet 
with no more than 25 percent of their shelf 
space dedicated to liquor sales. 

Still, O’Connor didn’t get everything he 
wanted. The 4oth Ward alderman, who 
is Mayor Emanuel’s floor leader, scaled 
back his idea of pushing all liquor sales to 
8 a.m. Sundays. Several aldermen opposed 
that on the grounds they didn’t want loi- 
tering outside liquor stores early in the 
morning and didn’t want to make it easier 
for alcoholics to get their hands on booze 
earlier in the day. 

“The concern, as I understand it, was 
that some of the smaller venues, the con- 
venience stores, just liquor stores or tav- 
erns that sell liquor, that they had concern 
that would be a problem early on a Sun- 
day,” O’Connor said. 

The Sunday 11 a.m. start to booze sales 
has been in place for “many, many decades” 
in Chicago, city Liquor Commissioner 
Gregory Steadman told aldermen earlier 
this year, in part because religious groups 
wanted to keep Sunday morning as a time 
for worship. 

O’Connor first began exploring a change 
to the start time after talking to grocery 
store owners about moving into empty 
Dominick’s stores. The new version of the 
ordinance would not allow larger liquor re- 
tailers like Binny’s Beverage Depot to sell 
earlier on Sundays, but O’Connor said it’s 
possible the ordinance could be changed 
later if the more conservative version passes 
the council and there aren’t any problems.

City headed toward partial plastic bag ban with compromise

Large chain and franchise stores in Chicago would have to stop pro- 
viding plastic bags to customers in August 2015 under a compromise 
measure that is gaining support among City Council members and has 
the backing of Mayor Emanuel. 

The plastic bag ban would apply to smaller franchise and chain 
stores a year later— August 2016 —but independent stores would be 
exempted from the new ordinance, which was retooled to protect 
smaller retailers who operate near city borders with suburbs that don’t 
have bans. The plastic bag ban also would not apply to restaurants. 

If the ban advances through a Thursday committee meeting it will 
go before the full council April 30.

Cubs in rooftop battle

Major League Baseball Commissioner Bud 
Selig came out swinging Wednesday on behalf 
of the Ricketts family, which he believes is be- 
ing treated unfairly by the Chicago media in 
their battle with rooftop owners. 

Selig said he’ll do “whatever is legally” pos- 
sible to help the Cubs get their $300 million 
ballpark renovation plan underway. 

“That’s how strongly I feel about preserv- 
ing Wrigley Field,” he said. “You can’t ask a 
team to be competitive and you can’t ask peo- 
ple to do things and then tie their hands and 
their legs. It’s just wrong. Somebody has to say 
it’s wrong, and I’m going to say it.” 

The process has been held up by the roof- 
top owners’ threats to sue the Cubs if their 
views are blocked by the proposed signage 
and a jumbo-sized video board. The Cubs and 
rooftop owners signed a 20-year agreement 
in 2004, in which the rooftops give the team

17 percent of their revenues. 

Selig was speaking at a press conference in 
the Wrigley Field press box lunch room, after 
participating in pre-game ceremonies for the 
rooth anniversary of the ballpark. 

“This is a team trying to stay in this historic 
setting in a really tough economic environ- 
ment, trying to modernize without disturb- 
ing the tradition, trying to build a competitive 
baseball team,” he continued. “And I said ... I 
think they're doing it. But you can’t impose 
conditions on them that nobody else has, be- 
cause nobody else has those [{conditions].” 

But didn’t the Cubs agree to those condi- 
tions in the 2004 contract? 

“Well, this ownership didn’t,” he replied. 
“They’re willing to do whatever their contract 
says. But I feel very strongly about that.” 

Cubs Chairman Tom Ricketts did not 
address the media, leaving Selig to do the 
dirty work.

Joke product line 
fills a market hole

Looking for that perfect souvenir to remem- 
ber winter in Chicago? 

AChicago entrepreneur has enjoyed surpris- 
ing success after creating The Pothole Store, a 
tongue-in-cheek website (thepotholestore. 
com) selling pothole earrings ($3.99), pothole 
snow globes ($11.99) and the most popular 
item: a certificate of ownership for the Chi- 
cago pothole of your choice ($6.99). 

“I think Chicagoans, we wear our imperfec- 
tions like a badge of honor,” said Dave Stern, 
50, whose pothole website has brought in more 
than $1,000 since he launched it as a joke in 
November. “This is a little bit like that, in say- 
ing, “We survived this winter. It wasn’t much 
fun, but we did it and can even laugh at our- 
selves a little bit.’” 

Stern, co-owner of a Chicago publishing 
house called Eckhartz Press, launched the hu- 
morous site after noticing an unusually menac- 
ing number of craters across city streets. With 
a photographer already on staff and friends 
familiar with website production, the team 


amused themselves by inventing products 
such as Pothole Pourri and Pothole scented air 
fresheners. 

“T just figured it would be a fun little schticky 
thing to do,” Stern said. 

And then orders started coming in. The larg- 
est group of customers has been people who 
know someone whose car was damaged by a 
pothole. A bride ordered 20 sets of pothole 
jewelry to give to her wedding party, Stern said. 

Stern met with a lawyer to make sure there’s 
nothing problematic with his products. The 
fine print on the registry certificates reads: 
“The International Pothole Registry doesn’t 
technically have the right or authority to dis- 
pense naming rights on City of Chicago prop- 
erty. In addition, The International Pothole 
Registry has no control over when potholes 
are filled. Registration is for entertainment 
purposes only.” 

But, Stern said, “You can feel very confident 
that the piece of crumbling asphalt that is on 
your earring has come from the great city of 
Chicago.”

Ferry corpses reveal 
attempts to escape 


MOKPO, South Korea South Korean divers 
swam though dark, cold waters into a sunken 
ferry Wednesday, feeling for children’s bodies 
with their hands in a maze of cabins, corridors 
and upturned decks as they searched for hun- 
dreds of missing. 

The divers, with oxygen and communica- 
tions lines trailing, can only see a few inches 
in front of them in the wreckage of the ship 
that started sinking a week ago after a sharp 
turn. Most of the victims were high school 
children, who were told to stay where they 
were for their own safety. 

Most of the bodies found in the past two 
days have had broken fingers, presumably 
from the children frantically trying to climb 
the walls or Boors Te Escape in their Last mos 
mibenaes, media sade,

Cork & Kerry knows the South Side, 
having operated an iconic Beverly 
bar of the same name for decades. 
This Bridgeport location just blocks

You can't fake the charms of age. 
Schaller’s, which opened in 1881, 
knows this better than any other 
bar. Claiming double Chicago cred 
as an enthusiastic Sox bar as well as 
a storied hangout for once-upon-a- 
time politicians and union bosses, 
it’s practically out of a movie. The 
bar’s older regulars seem to sit on 
the same barstools they’ve warmed 
since before you were born, but 
you'll catch young people here 
when the Sox are in town. Though 
your eyes likely will be glued to 

the TVs, try to pry them away dur- 
ing commercial breaks to take ina 
Chicago history lesson: the black- 
and-white wedding photo behind 
the bar, the Schaller Way honorary 
street sign on the wall, the menus 
boasting a $9.75 prime butt sand- 
wich (which includes coleslaw and 
fries, and comes highly recom- 
mended by my bartender). Some 
iconic bars of this age are skepti- 
cal of newcomers, skittish around 
young people and just generally less 
than hospitable to those they deem 
neighborhood tourists. Not here. | 
grabbed a barstool and was greeted 
with a hearty “What'llitbe, darlin’? 
Love your haircut.”

Maybe it’s not a destination 
you'd travel out of your way for, but when you have 
a group of friends—some of whom drink only Miller 
Lite, others who want a craft beer and only half 

of whom want to eat—you need a post-game bar 
that pleases everyone. Turtle’s seems to do that. 
Watching a recent game from the barstools, | was 
in the company of a pair of 30-something dudes in 
Sox hats, a family digging into $5 Monday burger 
specials and my very animated bartender. “Are they 
challenging that play?” he shouted to a server as 
he cracked open a beer bottle. He glanced at the 
TV over his shoulder. “[Bleepling right they’re chal- 
lenging it!”

Listening to Iggy Azalea is really fun. 
The kind of fun that makes me do duck 
lips and a sassy neck thing when I listen 
to her at my desk. Did you see the video 
for “Fancy”? It’s Azalea and Charli XCX 
doing a nearly perfect re-creation of 
“Clueless”! This is some fun shiz! 

The MC does attempt to inflate her 
“hardships” to legit rapper status on 
tracks such as “Work,” lamenting, “I’m 
tryna let you know what the [bleep] 
I’ve been through” before detailing her 
school uniform and working three jobs 
to earn her plane ticket to Miami. But 
don’t roll your eyes too hard! We’re hav- 
ing fun here! 

Guests such as T.I. and Rita Ora know 
that this is the kind of fun that sells. 
The former’s appearance on “Change 
Your Life” also leads to what may be the 
album’s most ridiculous verse, as Azalea 
quips, “We spend our winters in the 
summer of Australia/Eating crumpets 
with the sailors.” When has the word 
“crumpet” ever appeared in a rap song?! 
This is hilarious! 

Of course, some of these songs are all 
kinds of terrible. On “Lady Patra,” an 
ode to the Jamaican dancehall singer, 
Azalea forcibly melds steel drums with 
her applied Southern accent in a way 
that’s 
99 percent grating, 1 percent likely to 
make a warthog pass out. (This may 
sound like a positive; it’s not.) Factor in 
Jamaican singer Mavado’s heavily (and 
I mean HEAVILY) Auto-Tuned vocals, 
and you've got yourself a lukewarm 
potato salad at a Fourth of July picnic. 
But hey! That’s why the “skip” button 
was created. 

I’m not taking Iggy Azalea too seri- 
ously, guys, and neither should you. After 
all, the artist formerly known as Ke$ha 
built an entire empire on neon lipstick 
and Jack Daniels mouthwash, and we 
don’t expect her to be the Joan Baez of 
our generation.

HBO climbing

with Amazon Prime

HBO has cut a deal to sell reruns of many of 
its hit shows to Amazon’s Prime Instant Vid- 
eo platform. 

Among the programs that will be made 
available on Prime streaming service are “The 
Sopranos,” “Six Feet Under,” “The Wire,” 
“Girls” and “Veep.” The agreement also cov- 
ers HBO’s miniseries including “Band of 
Brothers” and original movies such as “Game 
Change.” 

As part of the pact, HBO’s online stream- 
ing service HBO Go also will be available on 
Amazon’s new Fire TV set-top box that is due 
to launch at the end of the year. HBO shows 
will be available on Prime Instant starting 
May 21. 

The exclusive partnership is something 
of an about-face for HBO. In the past, the 
company has indicated it was not interested 
in selling its content to online subscription 
services, such as Netflix and Amazon, which 


it saw as competitors. 

“As owners of our original programming, 
we have always sought to capitalize on that 
investment. Given our longstanding rela- 
tionship with Amazon, we couldn’t think of 
a better partner to entrust with this valuable 
collection,” said Glenn Whitehead, HBO’s 
executive vice president of business and legal 
affairs. 

Not wanting to potentially hurt its own 
business, repeats of episodes of shows cur- 
rently on HBO such as “Girls” and “Veep” will 
not be available until three years after airing 
on the pay-TV channel. 

“Game of Thrones,” “Sex and the City” and 
“Curb Your Enthusiasm” are not part of this 
agreement. “Game of Thrones” is such a hit 
that HBO likely wants to see if there is a po- 
tentially bigger payoff in traditional media. 
The other two shows are available on other 
cable networks and, until those deals are up, 
can't be moved.
